Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector, 
Town  Clerk,  Library  Treasurer,  Cemetery  Commission,  Fire  De- 
partment and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds.

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  exam- 
ined and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were  compared 
with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the 
books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  pos- 
sible and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  bal- 
ances were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances 
made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks.  Verifica- 
tion of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent 
taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  collector's  records.  The  amounts  of 
uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report  are 
therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by 
the  return  of  verification  notices.

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REPORT  OF  ADVISORY  COMMITTEE 

The  Advisory  Committee  was  contacted  by  the  Selectmen  dur- 
ing the  week  of  January  22  and  requested  to  recommend  a 
course  of  action  for  the  Town  regarding  two  of  our  many  bridges. 

The  Howell  bridge,  or  the  first  bridge  on  the  Scobie  Beach 
Road  with  entrance  on  the  New  Boston  Road  near  the  Foot  farm, 
was  inspected,  and  the  Committee  recommends  that,  in  the  spring, 
the  Town  should  repair  this  bridge  using  new  bridge  plank,  or 
rebuild  using  a  6-foot  diameter  culvert.  The  Committee  also 
recommends  that  the  approach  be  widened  and  straightened.  The 
bridge  work  should  be  accomplished  for  under  $2,000.00,  and 
we  recommend  that  gravel  for  the  approach  be  effected  with 
Duncan  Fund  money. 

The  second  bridge  the  Selectmen  requested  be  considered  is 
on  the  road  to  Euphoria  Camping  Area  with  entrance  from  the 
2nd  New  Hampshire  Turnpike.  The  bridge  is  on  the  left  side 
of  the  road,  leading  to  Lyndeboro.  This  bridge  has  stringers  of 
wood  with  bridge  plank  over,  and  is  in  definite  need  of  repair. 
The  Committee  feels  that  another  appraisal  should  be  made  in 
the  spring  before  any  course  of  action  is  taken. 

The  Committee  inspected  all  bridges  that  we  thought  might 
need  attention.  It  was  found  in  most  cases  that  maintenance  of 
bridges  had  been  neglected.  Guard  rails  were  in  very  poor  con- 
dition and  bridge  plank,  in  two  cases,  needs  replacing. 

The  problem  of  material,  and  method  of  attaching  guard  rails 
to  the  bridge  structure,  was  evident.  The  Committee  suggests 
the  use  of  metal  "1"  beams  with  turn-buckles  and  wire  rope  posi- 
tioned on  the  approaches  and  spanning  the  entire  length  of  each 
bridge  would  be  more  substantial,  and  require  practically  no 
maintenance. 

The  Committee  feels  that  signs  indicating  single  lane  bridges, 
and  red  reflectors  for  night  driving  be  positioned  on  the  approaches 
of  many  of  the  bridges. 

The  bridge  on  the  Poor  Farm  Road  is  considered  by  the 
Committee  to  be  extremely  dangerous.  It  is  recommended  that 
the  northern  approach  be  straightened.  Trees  should  be  removed 
and  telephone  poles  should  be  relocated,  to  make  a  straight  ap- 
proach of  at  least  100  feet. 

The  Committee  feels  that  the  procedure  of  running  a  few 
bridge  plank  parallel  to  the  road  on  the  wheel  paths  creates  a 


dangerous  driving  situation.  The  Committee  suggests  that  the 
Town,  when  straightening  the  approach  on  the  Poor  Farm  Road 
bridge,  also  add  bridge  phmk  and  a  three-inch  Layer  of  asphak 
over  the  bridge  phink.  If  this  construction,  used  by  the  State, 
proves  durable,  it  should  then  be  used  on  all  bridges  constructed 
with  bridge  plank,  to  improve  the  driving  surface. 

The  Committee  also  recommends  stock-piling  bridge  plank, 
for  it  is  evident  the  material  will  be  needed  yearly.  A  detailed 
study  as  to  the  cost  of  rebuilding  and  repairing  bridges,  projected 
for  several  years,  should  also  be  made,  and,  if  the  financial  load 
warrants,  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  should  be  set  up  for  major 
projects.  Normal  maintenance,  the  Committee  feels,  should  be 
done  yearly  with  Town  Highway  funds. 

Regarding  the  Town  Hall,  the  Committee  suggests  that  the 
window  protection  screens,  the  basketball  backboard  and  the  back- 
board supports  be  painted  to  match  the  walls  and  ceiling.

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REPORT  OF  FRANCESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  to  the  Town  for  the  year  1967. 
The  Planning  Board  has  held  a  total  of  nine  meetings  during 
the  past  year.  This  increased  frequency  of  meetings  has  made  it 
possible  to  reduce  to  a  minimum  the  time  required  to  take  action 
on  the  various  matters  which  have  come  to  the  attention  of  the 
board. 

At  an  organization  meeting  on  March  10,  1967,  Walter  C. 
Dodge  was  elected  Chairman,  and  Eula  Hardwick  was  re-elected 
Secretary.  At  this  same  meeting  the  Board  voted  to  go  ahead  with 
the  required  procedures  for  adopting  two  amendments  to  the 
sub-division  regulations,  which,  it  is  believed,  will  make  it  easier 
for  landowners  who  wish  to  subdivide  their  property  into  a  small 
number  of  lots  to  have  their  applications  processed  by  the  Board. 
At  the  meeting  of  May  18,  1967,  these  amendments  were  in- 
corporated into  the  Town's  sub-division  regulations. 

The  question  of  preparing  a  Town  tax  map  was  considered  at 
several  meetings  of  the  Board.  The  practices  of  neighboring  towns 
of  similar  size  to  ours  were  studied,  and  while  it  was  agreed  that 
a  map  of  this  kind  would  be  desirable  in  many  respects,  the  cost 
involved  was  considered  to  be  prohibitive. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  on  December  8,  1967,  William 
MacAdam  and  a  group  of  engineering  consultants  displayed  sev- 
eral excellent  maps  and  described  tentative  plans  of  the  Crotched 
Mountain  Development  Corporation  for  future  development  of  a 
portion  of  their  property  by  the  layout  of  several  roads  and  the 
construction  of  a  number  of  new  buildings. 

The  Board  continues  to  be  aware  of  its  responsibility  for  the 
orderly  development  of  our  community  in  accordance  with  the 
expressed  wishes  of  the  townspeople.  We  are  grateful  for  the  in- 
terest and  cooperation  of  the  many  people  who  have  had  occasion 
to  discuss  matters  with  us.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HISTORIAN 

At  a  special  District  School  Meeting  on  January  31st,  it  was 
voted  that  Franccstown  merge  with  eight  surrounding  towns  to 
form  a  Contoocook  Valley  School  District  for  grades  one  through 
twelve  under  a  cooperative  administration.  Beginning  in  the  fall 
of  1968  all  Town  students  in  Grades  7  and  8  will  be  attending 
the  Peterborough  Consolidated  School. 

At  an  organizational  meeting  of  the  Contoocook  Valley  School 
District  held  in  Peterborough  on  April  22nd,  13  members  were 
elected  to  serve  on  the  new  School  Board.  Dr.  Louis  Wieder- 
hold  was  elected  for  a  two-year  term  to  represent  Francestown. 
At  that  meeting  Mrs.  Mary  Jane  Marsden  was  chosen  to  serve 
as  Clerk,  pro  tem,  and  was  later  elected  Clerk  by  the  newly  elected 
Board. 

At  a  later  meeting  in  December  in  Peterborough,  it  was  voted 
to  purchase  land  in  North  Peterborough  on  which  the  new  Con- 
toocook Valley  Senior  High  School  will  be  constructed. 

During  the  year  additional  repairs  and  improvements  were 
made  to  the  Town  Hall.  A  new  floor  was  laid,  improvements  to 
the  heating  plant,  including  necessary  insulation,  were  made,  and 
a  new  stage  curtain  was  installed.  The  Town  is  appreciative  of 
the  financial  help  given  by  the  Grange,  the  Fire  Department,  the 
Village  Improvement  Society,  and  the  Sock  Darners. 

At  an  adjourned  Town  Meeting  held  in  May  it  was  voted  to 
resurface  the  Town  Hall  parking  lot  with  gravel,  and  plant  a 
strip  of  grass  adjacent  to  the  walk,  to  be  protected  by  a  bumper 
stop.  The  Town's  expenditure  was  matched  by  funds  from  the 
Village  Improvement  Society,  and  the  work  has  been  completed. 

The  Golden  Anniversary  of  the  Village  Improvement  Society's 
Labor  Day  money  raising  project  was  celebrated  on  September 
4th,  and  the  theme  of  the  parade  was  "Fifty  Years  of  Memories." 

The  first  Labor  Day  carnival  was  held  in  1917  and  was  or- 
ganized by  Mrs.  Edward  Burlingame  Hill  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Red  Cross  during  the  First  World  War.  In  1923  the  event  was 
highlighted  by  the  presentation  to  the  Town  by  Mrs.  Hill  of  the 
Library  Building  and  Historical  Rooms  in  memory  of  her  father, 
Dr.  George  Holmes  Bixby. 

The  Village  Improvement  Society  has  continued  to  be  an 
active  group,  and  the  money  raised  at  its  annual  Labor  Day  cele- 
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bration  is  used  for  betterments  in  the  Town  and  for  the  benefit 
of  Town  children  and  their  activities. 

A  new  one-story  Post  Office  building  located  on  the  Turnpike 
is  under  construction  and  will  be  ready  for  occupancy  by  March 
1,  1968.  The  Town  has  been  served  by  a  temporary  Post  Office 
in  the  Town  Hall  since  the  disastrous  fire  of  October  24,  1964, 
which  leveled  the  Colburn  block  and  the  adjacent  Kiglin  residence. 

At  a  public  informational  hearing  in  November,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  New  England  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company, 
town  subscribers  were  told  of  the  opportunity  to  switch  from  the 
New  Boston  to  the  Greenfield  exchange,  and  to  eventually  be- 
come a  part  of  the  Peterborough  Area  dial  service.  A  later  poll 
by  mail  revealed  that  a  large  majority  was  in  favor.  This  switch 
is  expected  to  take  place  in  approximately  two  years. 

The  voters  check  list  as  of  December  31,  1967  showed  322 
qualified  voters. 

According  to  records  on  file  in  the  State  Department  of  Re- 
sources and  Economic  Development,  the  1966  estimated  popula- 
tion of  Francestown  was  579.  The  estimated  figure  for  1960 
was  495.

Staff  and  Instruction

town  School.  The  Board  was  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
rehire  Mrs.  Nina  Abbott  as  first  and  second  grade  teacher  to  re- 
place Miss  Aileen  White,  who  chose  to  return  to  school  for  her 
advanced  degree.  Nina  has  previously  taught  in  the  primary 
room  of  the  school  and,  I  am  sure,  all  citizens  of  the  community, 
as  well  as  the  Board,  were  very  much  pleased  at  having  her  return 
to  the  staEF. 

Due  to  the  fact  that  a  veteran  staff  was  operating  at  the 
school,  things  have  proceeded  very  smoothly,  and  education  has 
been  satisfactory. 

The  critical  shortage  of  teachers,  especially  at  the  elementary 
level  and  even  more  critically  at  the  primary  level,  continues. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  there  were  many  more  class- 
rooms in  New  Hampshire  this  year,  than  last,  that  did  not  have 
qualified  teachers.  In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Francestown  is  going 
to  be  a  part  of  a  large  cooperative,  which  will  help  to  reduce  this 
problem  to  some  extent,  finding  teachers  to  work  in  small  com- 
munities in  multiple  graded  classrooms  is  going  to  continue  to 
be  a  very  serious  problem  until  the  critical  shortage  is  relieved. 
Perhaps  the  best  course  of  action  should  be  to  make  every  effort 
to  hold  good  staff  members  that  are  already  employed,  by  provid- 
ing satisfactory  competitive  salaries  and  fringe  benefits. 

Building  and  Grounds 

The  Francestown  School  is  in  generally  good  condition.  With 
the  purchase  of  storm  windows  for  the  front  of  the  building,  the 
upstairs  area  is  now  completely  protected  in  this  fashion,  even 
though  the  windows  recently  installed  have  not  been  completely 
satisfactory  to  the  School  Board.  It  would  seem  advisable  to  have 
storm    windows    installed    downstairs,    a    long    term    economy, 
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through  a  saving  of  fuel.  The  only  need  of  the  school  physically, 
at  the  present  time,  is  to  paint  the  exterior,  which  would  have 
been  recommended  if  the  Francestown  School  Board  had  respons- 
ibility for  the  building. 

The  constant  problem  of  trying  to  keep  the  building  clean  was 
resolved  to  some  extent  during  this  year  by  the  purchase  of  some 
pieces  of  carpeting  that  were  placed  at  entrances  of  the  school. 
A  small  vacuum  cleaner  has  also  been  obtained  to  keep  the  rugs 
clean.  It  is  hoped  that  these  dirt-catchers  at  the  entrances  will 
provide  a  more  healthful  atmosphere  for  children  and  help  to 
improve  the  morale  of  the  custodian,  who  is  constantly  fighting 
the  problem  of  keeping  floors  clean  in  spite  of  the  heavy  tracking- 
in  of  dirt,  mud  and  water.  It  may  be  that  as  a  result  of  the  im- 
provement made  with  this  small  amount  of  carpeting,  additional 
carpeting  might  be  obtained  to  further  improve  this  serious  prob- 
lem. 

Cooperative  Plan 

After  many  years  of  fruitless  cooperative  planning  and  study- 
ing, everyone  now  knows  that  Con-Val  is  a  reality  and  will  have 
full  educational  responsibility  for  the  Francestown  children  as 
of  1  July  1968.  Citizens  of  Francestown  should  be  thankful 
that  there  were  interested  citizens  of  the  community  who  were 
willing  to  devote  their  time  and  energy,  not  only  for  this  study, 
but  to  the  many  studies  that  have  taken  place  previously,  finally 
resulting  in  Con-Val. 

No  thinking  citizen,  I  am  sure,  will  expect  Con-Val  to  solve 
all  the  educational  problems  of  the  children  of  Francestown,  but 
within  the  large  cooperative  structure  which  is  established  by  this 
organization,  hopefully,  education  for  children  of  Francestown 
will  be  markedly  improved.  Certainly,  a  big  step  forward  will 
have  been  taken  by  assuring  a  junior  high  type  education  for 
Francestown  children. 

Warrant  Articles 

Warrant  Articles  are  designed  to  assure  a  district  organiza- 
tion through  the  end  of  June  to  oversee  the  interests  of  the  dis- 
trict during  that  period  of  time.  In  addition,  specific  provisions 
are  made  for  handling  any  deficit  or  balance  that  might  occur 
as  well  as  a  satisfactory  closing  out  of  the  financial  accounts  of 
the  district. 


Cojichisioji 

The  teachers  of  the  Francestown  school  are  to  be  comph- 
mented  for  the  efforts  which  they  are  making  in  behalf  of  the 
children  of  the  community.  Mrs.  Rainey,  particularly  has  done 
a  fine  job,  considering  the  large  number  of  children  that  she  has 
in  the  intermediate  grades.  The  efforts  of  the  instructional 
staff,  along  with  those  of  Gladys  St.  John  and  Howard  Kiblin, 
have  helped  to  provide  a  good  school  program  and  an  atmosphere 
that  is  quite  satisfactory. 

It  has  been  a  pleasure  for  me  to  have  worked  with  the 
School  Board  during  this  past  year  and  over  the  past  ten  years 
as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools.  I  have  always  found  the 
Board  to  be  very  understanding  of  serious  school  problems  and 
also  quite  sensitive  to  the  responsibilities  that  they  have  to  the 
community.  A  feeling  of  mutual  respect  and  admiration  has  de- 
veloped and  resulted  in  a  school  operation  that  has  been  most 
satisfactory. 

Of  all  of  the  towns  that  I  have  vv^orked  with,  certainly 
Francestown  has  been  one  most  favored  by  understanding,  hard 
working,  and  cooperative  citizens  and  parents,  interested  in  good 
schools  and  ready  to  go  to  extreme  lengths,  if  necessary,  to  assure 
such  a  school  for  their  community.  With  a  continuation  of  this 
interest  and  cooperation,  I  am  sure  that  Francestown  children 
will  always  be  assured  of  a  fine  education.
